The Paducah Standard has the follow- 
ing excellent argument in favor or frr e 
turnpikes 

"The tpicstion as to whether the lollgates 
are to be made free in this 
of great importance to the city, and 
the country begins to feel that it is an 
injustice to have to pay tolltax every 
time they want to bring a pound of 
butter or a dozen eggs to market. 

"The time has come when the oldfash 
toned wa> Of keeping up the roads 
sbouid be done away with; some 
thing should be done, and that ai 
once, to remove this onerous tax from 
the farmer 

"The county is amply able to 

gravel roads, ami an effort should be 
made in this direction The question 
has already been voted upon by the 
people of i be c<»uut>, and it was car 
tied in favor of the county buying 
the gravel roads. The mat 
lies with the Magistrates of thi 
to act upon, and it is to be hoped 
that they will take some steps to thi« 
end at the next meeting of the Board 

"It has been suggested by one of the 
Magistrates that a committee sbouli 
be appointed to ascertain at what 
price the roads could be purchased. 
This, ot course, is the first thing to 
consider, and we believe that the 
owners of the stock in these corpora- 
tions will feel it a patriotic duty to 
put the price at a fair and equitable 
figure, as they are all equally inter 
ested in the advancement of the 
county, and are property owners who 
will derive every benefit that progres 
sivencss will bring in the advance 
ment of roal estate prices 

"If you want the farms to ne kept in the 
backwoods, and drive purchasers of 
farm property to other localities, 
fence them out of the city by a toll 
t?utc and you will accomplish it at 
once. A farmer from the North 
would think a long time and want a 
farm mighty cheap before he would 
buy one where he was called upon 
daily to pay tolltax to get his produce 
to market It keeps Ihe price of farm 
property down. It in jures the Hade 
Of Paducah, and is an all round bad 
business for both the rarmcr and the 
people of the city. 

'If the county owned the roads, the rav- 
eling would be extended every year 
new and more convenient ways would 
be established to let the farmer into 
market, and in a short time you 
would see farm property come into 
market and be of some value to the 
owner. 

Farm property around Paducah is a 
drug on the market, its value 
diculously luw to be so near to so large 
a city.

SUSPENDS THE EDICT. 



MGR. SATOLII TEMPORARILY SUSPENDS THE 
POPE S IAN IN THE K. OF P. OROER. 



A dispatch from Fall River, Mi--s . says 
H A Dubuque, Dr H I. Da llrandpre 
and Dr. P. K. Collet of Lafayette Lodge. 
K of P., of that city, and Judge Cho 
quete of Providence, who went to 
Washington last week bearing a pe- 
tition to Mgr. i- alo m that the edict 
forbidding all Catholics to be members of 
secret societies be suspended in the caae 
of the Knights of Pythias, have returned 
borne, and announce that the Papal 
Delegate ha* temporarily granted tbeii 
request until the Pope can consider the 
petition. 

The dispatch was shown to Mgr Satolli 
by his assistant. Dr. Hooker, who subse 
quently explained the situation. 

Mgr. Satolli, he said, has written to 
Bishop Harkins of Providence. R. I . 
suggesting that the facts are so eicep 
ional in the Fall River cases tbat it 
would be well, if the Bishop saw fit, to 
suspend temporarily the application of 
the rule relative to the K. of P, mem 
bers. 

The exceptional circumstances, as 
ttated to Mgr. Satolli, arc that two of the 
members of a Fall Biver Lodge are about 
If they leave the Ix>dge they for- 
feit their insurance money, and if they 
they cannot receive the sac 
raments. 

Mgr. Satolli suggested that it would be 
proper to so modify the rule as to permit 
these two members to have their inau 
without being debarred from the 
sacraments 

It also appoared that the two Fall River 
Lodges were exceptional in being made 
[■ntirely of Catholics. For this rca- 
Mgr. Satolli suggested that it might 
enirable to suspend the rule in ordir 
members might have the benefit of 
Easter sacraments 

The suspension is not of a general 
character, and is due entirely to special 
circumstances at Fall River. Mgr. Satolli 
ia it understood that he merely 
llshop Harkins that the facts 
warranted a temporary suspension.
